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Not the Size 
Of the Slice— 


“It is not 
now the slice 
of the cake 
that matters, 
but the size of 
the cake it- 
self.” 


It was this 
slogan which 
Britain’s trade- 
unions sold to 
their member- 
ship two years 
ago and which 
today § gives 
great concern to the entire lead- 
ership of that country. 

That decision is perhaps the 
most magnificent chapter in the 
entire history of the labor move- 
ment in any country. The British 
leadership two years ago put 
their country’s recovery first and 
persuaded their membership that 
what was of first importance was 
increasing Britain’s production 
for export—that not until the 
cake was substantially larger 


ould there be agitation for a 


ger slice. 

The results have been phenom- 
enal insofar as economics are 
concerned. Great Britain has in- 
creased the size of her cake. To 
be sure, it is not yet large enough, 
but it is of a greater size than 
any of her most optimistic friends 
would have hoped for two years 
ago. 


Irony 


It is therefore, a bitter and 
fronical commentary that this 
gtatesmanship on the part of the 
British trade-unionists should 
have made their movement and 
‘their leadership vulnerable to the 
Communists left. There are few- 
er Communist votes than there 
were a dozen years ago before the 
second world war came. There 
is not now any Communist in 
Parliament, as compared with 
two before. But, with trade-union 
leadership serving in the govern- 
ment, direction at the local level 
is not strong. It is for precisely 
that reason the reduced Commu- 
nist minority is seeking to infil- 
trate through any cracks of dis- 
appointment or resentment in the 
rank and file. They have had 
some success in creating discon- 
tent. 

Their campaign, which has be- 
gun among the dock workers, and 
now has spread to the railroads, 
is to say their leadership has let 
them down by not providing a 
larger slice of the cake—that the 
size of the slice is all that matters. 
Their success is not great. But, it 
points out a factor in the life of 
any organization, and it is by no 
means confined to Labor. The 
British struggle to achieve eco- 
nomic*recovery has been dramat- 
ic and has exacted from her peo- 
ple sacrifice which continues, 
rather than lessening. And Britain 
has had what we have not— 
equality of sacrifice. 

In 1939 and 1940, while we held 
back from the anguish of Euro- 
pean democracy, Great Britain 
spent all she had left of savings 
and overseas investments and 
went heavily into debi with all 
her dominions and colonies. She 
was fatally crippled before we 
entered the struggle and looking 
at it now, and counting the pro- 
digious cost of rescuing western 
peoples and their economies from 
Communist aggression, one may 
at least speculate what the cost 
would have been had we aban- 
doned neutrality earlier or had 
the attack on Pear) Harbor 
forced us into the war two years 
earlier. But, that is behind us. 


U. S. Cake 


. Once again we are concerned 
with the size of the American 
productive cake as we prepare 
for possible attack by the Soviets. 
Once again we will have to share 
it with what Allies we may 
muster. Having had always a 
surfeit of cakes it is difficult for 
us to approach the task, either 
mutually or spiritually.

“The U. S. government wishes 
to emphasize, moreover,” the note 
said, “that in Western Germany 
there do not exist any German 
military forces, or any German 
war industry and that the only 
‘fait accompli’ (thing accom- 
plished) in this field in Europe, 
is the existénce of the huge arma- 
ments maintained by the Soviet 
bloc which include forces raised 
in East Germany. 

“In short, the serious tension 
which exists at present arises in 
the first instance from the gen-

The U. S., British and French 
notes were worded in such a way 
as to get the Soviet government 
to give a yes or no answer to the 
western conditions for holding the 
preliminary Paris talks. The Rus- 
sians have wanted to discuss only 
Germany but have said it was 
possible for other subjects to 
come up. 

“Since the Soviet government 
has admitted the possibility of 
discussing questions -other than 
Germany, and has itself drawn 
attention to that of armaments,” 
the American note said, “the gov- 
ernment of the U. S., which de- 
sires to raise this question, as- 
sumes that the Soviet government 
does not object to the representa- 
tives of the four governments in 
the preliminary conversations 
preparing an agenda which will 
cover the causes of tension in Eu- 
rope, including the existing level 
of armaments; problems affecting 
Germany; the Austrian treaty.” 
The note added that the formu- 
lation of these matters as sub- 
jects for discussion by the foreign 
ministers and their order on an 
agenda naturally would be con- 
sidered at the preliminary con- 
ference. It said: ° 
“If, as the government of the 
U. S. hopes, the preliminary con- 
ference of representatives finds a 
mutually acceptable basis for a 
meeting of the ministers, the gov- 
ernment of the U. S. suggests that 
the foreign ministers of the U. S., 
France, the United Kingdom and 
the Soviet Union meet in Wash- 
ington at a date to be recom- 
mended by the representatives.”

‘Fairest’ Sales Tax 
Signed by Talmadge

For Levy Rented by State

Gov. Talmadge Tuesday signed into law the three percent 
(AP)—The United States has | Sales and use tax, and termed it “the fairest sales tax that has 


ever been levied in the nation.” 


The measure will become effec- 
tive April 1. Albert Dozier, who 
is slated to administer the sales 
tax unit in the State Revenue De- 
partment, said that the state has 
rented a two-story building at the 
corner of Trinity Avenue and For- 
syth Street, S. W., to house the 
new unit. He said that six region- 
al offices will be established over 
the state. Being hired for the unit 
are 150 persons. 


Everything from a hamestring 
to a steam locomotive will be sub- 
ject to the Georgia sales tax, the 
Governor pointed out. He said it 
will fall the same on all groups of 
people, regardless of what their 
income may be. 


The Governor vetoed one gen- 
eral measure because of an error 
in drafting the bill. It was a bill 
purported to enact the Uniform 
Limited Partnership Act in Geor- 
gia. Talmadge said the bill as 
drawn wouldn’t give sufficient no- 
tice to apprise the public of the 
limited partnership. He said he 
would approve a limited partner- 
ship aet when, and if, adequate 
and sufficient provision for notice 
is given so that the public will 
know when it is dealing with a 
limited partnership and not a gen- 
eral partnership. The vetoed bill 
was sponsored by Rep. Charlie 
Gowen, of Glynn County. 


A bill repealing the 1949 “emer- 
gency” increase in wine tax was 
signed by the Chief Executive. 


Gov. Talmadge issued the fol- 
lowing statement on the sales tax: 


“I have today approved House 
Bill No. 2 which authorizes the 
levy and collection of a General 
Retailers Sales and Use Tax. 


“To finance the present needs of 
the State Government, varticular- 
ly in education, nighways, health, 
welfare benefits, and other serv- 
ices, requires vast additional sums 
of money. A sales tax is the only 
means by which such large sums 
may be collected. 


“The General Assembly and I, 
in working on this ‘tax measure, 
tried to keep ccnstantly before us 
the necessity for treating all 
groups of people, rich and poor, 
exactly alike. The greatest diffi- 
culty with sales taxes that have 
been levied in many of the states 
has been that the burden fell 
heaviest on people least able to 
pay. The sales tax bill that has 
been enacted in Georgia falls the 
same on all groups of people, re- 
gardless of whaf their income may 
be. A hamestring wil be subject 
to the tax and so will be a steam 
locomotive. 


“All raw materials that go into 
making a finished product are ex- 
empt whether they be seed, feed, 
fertilizer, steel, cotton, wool or 
other materials. All finshed prod- 
ucts are taxed when sold by the 
retailer to the consumer. 


“T think that the sales tax levied 
by the Georgia General Assembly 
is the fairest one that has ever 
been levied in the nation. In a tax 
of this nature, there might have 
been some érrors in the bill that 
will need correcting at a future 
date, and I am sure that the Gen- 
eral Assembly of this State will 
work with me in taking such ac- 
tion if it may become necessary.”

NPA Orders

the use of steel for passenger au- 
tomobile production as well as for 
a variety of consumer durable 
goods by 20 percent for the quar- 
ter beginning April 1. The slash 


will reach to 30 percent during the 
third quarter of the year, it was 
added. 


Manly Fleischmann, Adminis- 
trator of NPA, told a news confer- 
ence the reduction to be ordered 
by his agency will be based pe 
the average quarterly use of stee 
by manufacturers during the first 
half of 1950. On the same basis; 
he added, NPA will require a cut 
of 25 percent in the amount of 
copper and of 35 percent in the 
amount of aluminum used in con- 
sumer durable goods during the 
second quarter. . 


“Our determinations of the re- 
ductions in metal use by consumer 
durable goods producers for the 
second quarter were based upon 
the principle that reductions had 
to be on a gradual basis in order 
ta hold production and employ- 
ment dislocations at a minimum,” 
Fleischmann said. He added: 


“Further reductions in metal use 
will be required .in the third quar- 
ter and it is anticipated that steel 
use” by consumer durable goods 
producers will have to be limited 
to 70 percent in that quarter, in- 
stead of the 80 percent limitation 
set for the second quarter. Still 
further reductions may be re- 
quired later, as the defense pro- 
gram accelerates.” 


The curtailment orders now in| 


preparation but not to be applied 
before April 1, Fleischmann con- 
tinued, will permit production of 
consumer durable goods at very 
high levels—“in most instances at 
levels never attained before 1949.” 


NPA officials said the average 
quarterly output of passenger cars 
in the first half of last year was 
about 1,500,000. While producers 
will be limited to 80 percent of the 
steel that went into these cars, of- 
ficials said, the producers will be 
free to make as many cars with 
the steel available as they can. 
The same will hold true of cop- 
per and aluminum. 

The reduction program of NPA 
will apply to the producers of tele- 
vision and radio sets, washing ma- 
chines, furniture and fixtures, 
utensils and cutlery, jewelry, 
games, novelties and other person- 
al items and miscellaneous coin- 
operated amusement machines.

Tons of Food : 
To Aid India

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21—Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson ap- 
pealed today for the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee to disregard po- 
litical differences with India and 
vote approval for a gift of 2,000,- 
000 tons of food grains to prevent 
widespread starvation in that 
eountry. 

Appearing as the first adminis- 
tration witness for a bipartisan re- 
lief measure offered in the House 
by six Democrats and five Repub- 
licans, Acheson ran into some stiff 
questioning by a few committee 
members who made clear their 
lack of enthusiasm for aiding a 
government which opposes our 
policy in Korea. 

Representative Charles Eaton, 
New Jersey Republican and a fre- 
quent ‘supporter of the Adminis- 
trations foreign policy, told Ache- 
son he was not “wildly enthusi- 
astic” about the proposal, because 
the people of Asia currently have 
a “very ungenerous attitude” to- 
ward the United States. 


“While the Bible tells us we 
must feed our enemy and do good 
to those who curse us, I think the 
time is coming pretty seon wher 
America must find out where we 
stand with the public opinion of 
the world,” Mr. Eaton went on. 


“If our reputation is that we are 
regarded generally as a milk cow 
with everybody invited to bring 
their bucket and help themselves, 
then I’m not for it. If, on the con- 
trary, the opinion of the world is 
that India generally stands with 
us on world policy that probably 
means I am for sending food to the 
starving Indians.” 

Eaton had the open backing of 
only a few of the committee’s 27 
members, including Representa- 
tives Carroll Reece, Tennessee Re- 
publican and former GOP national 
chairman, as the questioning de- 
veloped today: And it was clear 
that the Administration bill will 
win a favorable report after the 
hearings are concluded.

(1) Appointed a committee to 
confer with the Central of Geor- 
gia Railroad to find other loca- 
tions for spur tracks located in the 
center of town and in a residential 
section on Central Avenue. 

(2) Told four complaining citi- 
zens that plans are under way for 
the city to connect to a Fulton 
County trunk sewer line in a new 
residential: section east of Jones- 
boro Road near Moreland Avenue. 
The complainants said sewage was 
“coming down from all over the 
hills” since septic tanks at new 
veterans’ homes had gone bad. 
Counci] said the entire section 
would have sewage by June 1. 
(3) Voted to open the city 
clerk’s office on Saturdays from 
8 to 12, effective March 3. 

(4) Failed to take positive ac- 
tion on a motion by Alderman 
Peppers that two city employees 
be restored their former titles and 
that one of them be given a $10 
per month raise. 

The positions were those of as- 
sistant chief of police and assist- 
ant chief of sanitation, reduced to 
captaincies by the Hapeville Per- 
sonnel Board. 
Peppers wanted the salary of 
Jesse West, who holds the sanita- 
tion department job, raised from 
$200 to $210 per month.

Funds Make Dream Come True 
For Bigger Zoo, Parks Here 


Atlanta’s cherished dream of a modern zoo and one of the 
finest Parks Departments in the country is near realization, 
Ald. Lee Evans, Chairman of Council’s Parks Committee, told 
a committee session Tuesday. 

Evans said the Georgia Legislature has passed a special 
charter amendment allowing a one-half mill special levy for 
parks purposes which will bring in about $250,000 a year for 
construction and maintenance in the system. If the amount is 
not expended in any one year it can be held for subsequent 
years. 

“That means we can have one of the nation’s finest parks 
systems including a well-stocked zoo,” Evans said. “With that 
much income and with proper management, we can have any- 
thing we need within reason.” 

He also announced that the 15-acre $300,000 Pittman Park 
for Negroes will be completed and ready for a grand opening 
by June, and that Penny and Cola, Grant Park elephants, can 
occupy the new $55,000 elephant house withimthe next month.

Americans are long accustomed to the 
belief we have the most and best of every- 
thing. . 

Our production is the envy of the 
world. Our armed forces are unsurpassed 
in fighting ability. 

These are assets so obvious as to lead 
most of us to the conclusion victory in war 
is inevitable. So far that has been true. 
The sheer weight of our productive ca- 

acity, turned into firepower at the front, 
as overwhelmed our enemies of former 
wars. 

But there is accumulating evidence that 
the old formula may not be infallible. 

Those who can stand having their pet 
dreams of invincibility shattered—who do 
not object to doing some serious thinking 
of their own about the peril faced by the 
country—should tead Joseph and Stewart 
Alsop’s article in the current Saturday 
Evening Post, “What’s Wrong With the 
Army?” The Alsop brothers are not 
given to sensational charges, as readers of 
their column in The Constitution well 
know. They are responsible Washington 
newsmen who do an honest, thorough job 
of digging up and interpreting facts. 

With an abundance of everything, our 
nation always has been a wasteful one. 
Particularly is this true of manpower in 
the military. But the time has come when 
we cannot longer tolerate this waste and 
hope to cope with Russia which has a third 
of the world’s population under control. 

The Alsop brothers bring out conclusive 
evidence that our fighting forces get only 
one-third the return in fighting power

And the Gamblers 


New revelations that leading stars on 
college basketball teams have succumbed 
to the blandishments of New York gam- 
blers points up at least three unanswer- 
able facts. | 

One is that college basketball doesn’t 
belong in Madison Square Garden where 
it has been made, apparenjly with de- 
liberation, into a gambling game such as 
horse and dog racing. 

Newspapers of New York must accept 
a large part of the blame for publishing 
the odds on these supposedly amateur 
games. Such publication is not news. °It 
is an accessory to gambling and no other 
explanation is possible.

from the same number of men as does the 
Kremlin. A Soviet division of 10,800 men 
is, for all practical purposes, as powerful 
as an American division of 18,900. 

What the writers point to is illustrated 
in the comparative divisional slices of 
American and Russian troops. A divisional 
slice is the number of troops needed to sup- 
port a single division in combat. Under 
war conditions Russia would, at the out- 
side, have a divisional slice of 22,000 men. 
This country’s divisional slice would run 
to about 70,000. That simply means we are 
using 70,000 men to achieve practically the 
same firepower at the front as Russia 
achieves with 22,000 men. But the popu- 
lation of Russia and her satellites is 800,- 
000,000. The population of America is 
150,000,000. 

We must get rid of this disease of mili- 
tary elephantiasis which afflicts us. The 
authors suggest a divisional slice of not 
more than 40,000 for this country, but point 
out that is not nearly good enough. “We 
cannot insure victory,” they conclude, 
“merely by bringing the comparative ratio 
of return on manpower investment from 
three to one down to two to one. Some 
means must also be found to bring to bear 
in war the technical superiority of the free 
world. The American division, with its 
40,000-man slice, must be made to _ pack, 
not just a little more power, but .twice or 
three times more power than the Soviet 
division with its:22,000-man slice. The 
same improvement must also be made else- 
where throughout our whole military or- 
ganization.”

The Kefauver 
committee is on record as saying the bas- 
ketball scandals are “not isolated inci- 
dents.” But football is protected some- 
what in that it is played only once a week 
while basketball runs off several games 
each night—just like a card of horse or 
dog races. 

The players see colleges making large 
sums of money from their efforts. They 
rarely understand that most of the profits 
go into the merry-go-round of expensive 
recruiting and subsidies. It is easy for 
gamblers to say, “Make a little for your- 


‘self, kid.” Apparently they go to work on 


the boys least likely to have any income 
of their own.

When the Speaker 
Takes the Floor 


ee House Speaker Fred Hand would be one of 
Soom: the first to tell you that speeches on the floor 
= change very few votes. . Yet, there is something 


about it that causes the solons to appear before the House and 


Senate microphones and appeal, with logic and oratory, to their 
Speaker Hand left 
his presiding officer’s chair to take the mike and oppose Gov. 
Talmadge’s proposal to slash the State property tax. The sight 
of this powerful Speaker opposing the measure may have had 
more effect on the members than anything Hand had to say. 


But what Speaker Hand was saying caused us to listen—and 
begin to reconsider our own thoughts on the matter. For many 
months, we had regarded abolition of the State property tax as 
fundamental to complete tax revision. We agreed with Reps. 
Bill Freeman of Monroe County and Dan Fears of Butts County 
when they introduced a resolution demanding abolition of the 
property tax and cutting of other taxes before additional taxes 
were levied. 


For many months, Speaker Hand and Floor Leader Frank 
Twitty, both of Mitchell County, had opposed abolition of the 
State property tax. We do not recall their full reasoning, but we 
do remember that they said the property tax would increase— 
rather than decrease—if the State got out of the property tax field. 
When the State steps aside, the counties will be free to increase 
the local property taxes. The Georgia Association of County Com- 
missioners urged the State.to step out of this field and leave it 
to the counties. 


Thrasher Plan When State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr., 

‘drafted a proposed new tax program, he had 
the income tax integrated with complete tax revision. The in- 
come tax would be hiked on the more wealthy groups to put a 
burden on them like the sales tax did on the poorer groups. The 
income tax would be stepped up on corporations to offset the 
abolition of the State property tax. 

As finally passed by the Legislature, however, the income tax 
doesn’t put any heavier burden. on corporations. The General 
Assembly repealed the “emergency” tax increase of 1949, cutting 
the tax back from 7 percent to 5% percent. It granted the cor- 
porations a cut when it permitted capital gains and losses to be 
taxed on 50 percent, instead of 100 percent. 


The sales tax, which is much broader than originally planned, 
does apply to machinery and equipment purchased by some of 
the corporations. This was not anticipated in the original sales 
tax. It is probable that the corporations will pass this tax on to 
the consumers in the form of increased prices, however. 

All of which brings us back to a reconsideration of abolition of 
the State property tax. Addressing the House of Representatives, 
Speaker Hand produced a sheaf of figures showing that a long 
list of corporations would save a total of $1,500,000 in taxes if 
the State abolishes its 5-mill property tax. The income tax 
didn’t increase the burden on the corporations, as was originally 
intended. And here, we find the State thinking of giving the 
corporations an additional $1,500,000 in tax reductions. 


The abolition of the State property tax 
Hand Argument was sold on the idea that it would save 
poor ‘citizens some money, Hand stated. Actually, it won't mean 
anything to the poorer people because they pay no State property 
taxes. If they own their homes, they get virtually all of the 
taxation on them exempted—through the. homestead exemption. 
It will mean nothing to the poorer people who will suffer most 
under the sales tax, Hand pointed out. 

We stili do not think the State property tax should be con- 
tinued with its present abuses. It is not right for counties to 
hike their jocal rates and cut their assessments, in order to 
channel all the money into the local treasuries and relieve their 
taxpayers from State payments. It is not right for similar prop- 
erty to be assessed $1.50 per acre in one county and $5 an acre 
in the adjoining county. 

With these old abuses on the one hand, and the prospects of 
corporations being favored over individuals on the other, it raises 
a question as to what is best to do about the State prgperty tax.

business can be carried on by a bedridden 
patient. 

To think that such persons are “crabby” or 
“cranky” is also a false assumption. A patient 
with so much to worry about cannot afford to 
worry. With them cheerfulness is a necessity. 


Following World War I, paraplegia was not 
a rehabilitation problem. The idea was that 
nothing could be done for such patients and 
within 18 months almost all of the soldiers with 
such injuries died of pneumonia, kidney infec- 
tions or other ailments. Only one is alive today. 


However, of the more than 2,600 paraplegics 
of World War II, 80 percent have been trained 
to get about on crutches. And of that number 
80 percent are either working or in school. 


With proper care and new drugs these men 
can expect to live a full life span. 


These improved treatments have been passed 
along to civilian patients—who number more than 
10 times the veterans—and many of them are 
able to take their place in community life. With 
a little help and understanding they can carry 
on an almost normal life. 

Your Katherine Barnwell did a good story 
and she also did a tremendous job last year of 
publicizing the cerebral palsy situation in Geor- 
gia which led to establishment of several clinics. 
As an experienced wheel-chair sitter, I commend 
her efforts.

When slavery is mentioned it seems to be 
universally accepted that the word as applied 
to servitude in America relates exclusively 
to the Negro. As a matter of fact, it doesn’t. 
Both Indians and white people formed a large 
percentage of the population who lived here 
in bondage. The Indians were deeply im- 
pressed when they found the white man 
willing to pay cash and merchandise for 
slaves. The immediate result was that cap- 
tives taken in tribal wars were sent to the 
various slave markets in the State and sold 
on the block. The Indian was unsatisfactory 
as a slave in the United States, however, as 
it was necessary for him to work under close 
guard, usually in chains, and many were 
killed because they refused to do manual 
labor for a master. A solution was found

later. The dealers shipped them abroad where 
it would be impossible for them ever to re- 
turn to America. The white women and men 
were called “indentured servants,” but it was 
merely a dodge to avoid the word slave. 
These “servants” were sent to Georgia by 
the Trustees to labor under overseers. Later 
sea captains were given the right to bring 
them over and to sell them into bondage to 
the highést bidder at the Savannah market. 
They served terms as slaves, without legal 
rights, the length of which ranged from four 
to 14 years. The average for Georgia was 
seven years. General Oglethorpe was a di- 
rector and deputy governor of the Royal 
African Company—an organization that made 
huge profits dealing in slaves. It was 1808 be- 
fore slave trade was outlawed by statute. 


West Welcomes ‘Concessions’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20—Almost every attempt to arrange a meeting of the 

Big Four Foreign Ministers has been preceded by a Communist diplomatic offen- 

sive, and the current exchange of notes on this subject is no exception. For some 

weeks now, Soviet and satellite diplomats have been hinting that Foreign Minister 

a es Andrei Y. Vishinsky is now prepared to make great concessions on the German 
question. If a meeting of the Council of Foreign Ministers could be arranged, they have been 
saying, perhaps real progress could be made toward the unification of a demilitarized Germany. 


This is a familiar line, carefully put around 
before other meetings of the CFM, but the elabo- 
ration of these hints is a little different this time. 


The real difficulty, the Communists are 
saying, is not that the Western Powers are 
trying to control the future policies of West- 
ern Germany, but that they (the U. S., Britain 
and France) are not going to be able to control 
the West Germans. 


Already, this theme continues, the West Ger- 
mans are being given so much freedom that they 
are getting out of hand. The United States, it is 
said, may be able to control the South Koreans, 
but it will not be able to control the Germans for 
long. 

Conclusion: The Western Powers and the 
Soviet Union ought to work together to control 
Germany in the interests of the peace of Europe. 

Official Washington listens to these ideas with 
extreme skepticism. As a matter of fact, nothing 
seems to alarm the State and Defense authori- 
ties here more than honey words out of Moscow, 

Just to keep the record straight, therefore, 
officials here are saying that, of course, they 
‘ would be glad to listen to any “great concessions” 
the Russians might have to offer, but that the 
U. S. Government’s idea of what constitutes the 
_ basis for an understanding is still the same as it 

was last March when Secretary of State Acheson 
made one of his major foreign policy speeches at 
the University of California. 

This “basis of reasonable security,” it is em- 
phasized here, still stands: 

" 1. Negotiation of peace treaties which would 
enable Germany; Austria and Japan to live in 
freedom and independence. 

2. Withdrawal of the Red Army and the Soviet 
police from the Communist satellite states. 

3. Acceptance by the Soviet Union of “realis- 


tic and effective arrangements for the control of 


atomic weapons and the limitation of armaments 
in general.” 


4. Abolition of attempts by the Soviet gov- 
ernment to use the Communist apparatus to over- 
throw governments it. does not like. 


5. Acceptance by the Soviet Union of some 
kind of decent code for the treatment of diplo- 
matic representatives all over the world. 


6. Abolition of the practice of distorting the 
motives of other peoples and governments through 
hostile propaganda at home and abroad. 


A seventh condition, not included in the 
California speech, is now added, namely, 
abolition of the use of force, direct or indi- 
rect, against the rights of other nations and 
against the United Nations itself. 


“The United States,” said Acheson in the 
Berkeley speech, “is ready, as it has always been, 
to co-operate in genuine efforts to find peaceful 
settlements. Our attitude is not inflexible, our 
opinions are not frozen, our positions are not and 
will not be obstacles to peace.” 


That, however, was before Korea, which froze 
quite a few things, and since then the tendency 
here has been to concentrate on another passage 
in the same address: “We must not, in our yearn- 
ing for peace,” said the Secretary of State, “allow 
ourselves to be betrayed by vague generalities or 
beguiling proffers of peace which are unsubstan- 
tiated by good faith solidly demonstrated in daily 
behavior. We are always ready to discuss, to 
negotiate, to agree, but we are understandably 
loath to play the role of international sucker.” 

This is apparently the guiding theme which 
Ambassador-at-Large Philip Jessup will take to 
Paris on March 5, if the Russians decide to attend.

‘Dragon of Waldorf Tower’ 


I had more than half expected the heavens to fall in consequence of my daring 
to name in print one Arthur J. Goldsmith, a New York broker of mysterious mein, 
who runs a propaganda layout from a three-room political lair in the Waldorf 
Tower. This plant is disguised on the letterheads of his several committees by the 
demure address, “100 East 50th Street.” I was told to be afraid of this guy because 
he had mysterious influence and would hex whoever should oppose his sly political 

designs, but though I wait in fear beside the phone, the wire hasn’t come which says that I am 
canned. I think it is a good thing to poke out characters who have been built into dragons in the last 


few years. I think it is good even for the dragons. 


Goldsmith refused to speak to me by phone 
and was pretty nasty, too. But I have learned 
that he was mixed up in an attempt to organize 
an outfit which would have been the Republican 
equivalent of the thing called “Americans for 
Democratic Action,” which almost dissolved the 
Democratic Party into Fascist-Socialism. 


The New York Times covered the “or- 
ganization” meeting of this device. It said, 
under a Philadelphia dateline: “A group of 
Republican leaders from more than a dozen 
states today formed an organization called 
Republican Advance and issued a ‘declara- 
tion of principles’ designed to help ‘revitalize’ 
the party.” It didn’t name these “leaders” 
though. : 


Those at the meeting included Russell Daven- 
port, still described, by courtesy, I presume, as 
writer, editor and advisor to Wendell Willkie in 
the 1940 presidential campaign, “and Arthur J. 
Goldsmith, retired New York businessman.” 


One Henry Varnum Poor, identified by .The 
Times as a former president of the Young Re- 
publican Club.of New York, said Republican Ad- 
vance would have an office at 300 Lexington 
Ave., New York. 


He raid they wanted to assure the Asian 
people that the U. S. A. didn’t want to intrude 
in their affairs in a dominating or possessive 
manner. And wanted, moreover, to assure the 
Asians that we were prepared to help them de- 
fend their freedom. 

This all sounds so harmless that I am sus- 
picious and I find aid and comfort in these 
thoughts in a piece by Willard Edwards, of the 
Washington Bureau of the Chicago Tribune. 
- ‘Willard took a look ‘at this thing and wrote: 

“A self-styled ‘Republican Advance’ move- 
ment was disclosed today on Capitol Hill. It 
secretly originated at a fair deal left-wing group 
meeting last April. It has a financial ‘angel’ who 


helped oust ‘Senator Burton K. Wheeler, Mon- 
tana Democrat, in 1946.” 


Edwards said Goldsmith was the financial 
backer of the movement anc called him a 
shadowy figure, whose name “figured in the tes- 
timony before a Senate committee which in- 
quired into charges that corrupt methods were 
used to defeat Senator Wheeler in the 1946

Neck Tricks KeepWrinkles From Throat 


In Hollywood an actress must 
never, never acquire even a sus- 
picion of a double chin or a 
dowager’s hump. So let’s look 
into some of their tricks for 
warding off these signs of age 
that seem to plague the rest 
of us. 

Ninety-five percent of keep- 
ing a beautiful throat is bal- 
anced head carriage. Here’s the 
test: The lobe of the ear (the 
earring spot) should be on a 
straight, vertical line with the 
shoulders. The tip of the chin 
should be level—not tipped up 
or down, but held level. With 
that head carriage, a double chin 
hasn’t a chance. Nor has a tell- 
tale hump at the back of the 
neck. 

For practice in correcting head 
carriage, keep pulling up with 
the line at the back of the neck.

Try to hold that line almost 
straight. And keep shoulders 
down and easy. I like to think 
of it as sQuaring the shoulders 
in a beautifully relaxed way. 
Now we're ready to tackle a 
double chin ‘or a lined throat. 
What it takes is a bit of bracing 
exercise to firm muscles and tis- 
sues on the inside, and cream to 
keep the skin smooth ‘on the 
outside. Massage the cream into 
the skin upward with the mus- 
cle structure. It’s a good plan 
to put cream or oil on before 
exercising as this makes the skin 
pliable.

It was of striking coincidence that a new movement to 
clear the name of Shoeless Joe Jackson should arise while 
the country is still wobbly and bleary-eyed from the most 
sickening below-the-belt blow ever landed by the colleges. 
Al Roth, Ed Warner, Sherman White and associated black- 
ards could have called a number in Greenville, S. C., and 
found out what the penalty is for participation in a “fix.” 


The number would have been Joe Jackson’s, the man 
who had the most to lose in the Black Sox scandal of 1919, 
arid lost it. Joe perhaps could not have told them what 
it’s like to accept a bribe. The stout old slugger still pro- 
tests the ruling of Judge Landis that has banished him 
from Organized Baseball for life. But he could have told 
them what it’s like to be locked out, not to “belong,” but 
to be set aside and pointed out as a tainted man. 


For two days running, I once sat in Joe’s front yard in the 
quiet and neighborly air of his street and heard him tell his 
story. I cannot say that I either bought or doubted. But I can 
say that I left convinced that no one will ever know the price 
he paid for the banishment that removed him and six other 
Chicago White Sox from baseball. 


Jackson has paid and paid and paid for the company he kept, 
if there was no moral crime involved. He lives comfortably today. 
His neighbors and fellow towrnsmen are ‘proud to say they know 
Joe Jackson. Most of them, if rene 
they ever knew of his involve- f 
ment, never mention it. It is for- 
gotten in Greenville, except by 
the man to whom it matters 
most. 

The greatest event that 
could happen in the life of Joe 
Jackson, a man who has known | 
the height of success and the 
bitter depths of despairing dis- 
appointment, would be complete 
exoneration by baseball. It 
would add years to his life and 
bring a real smile to a face cal- 
loused by bitterness.

For several seasons dfter his banishment, Shoeless Joe cut a 
wide swath through the old Million-Dollar League. He managed 
Waycross and then Americus in the old semipro league that spent 
itself out of business. 

The great Jackson, whose pigeon-toed batting stance gave Babe 
Ruth his pattern, swears that he threatened to throw an unidenti- 
fied man out of his hotel room when he offered him a bribe the 
week before the sullied World Series of ’19. “And there were three 
other witnesses in the room,” he says.

Joe’s name cleared in South Carolina, if not universally. These 
men bank strongly on the figures that established Jackson as the 
leading hitter of the series, .375, the only player who hit a homer 
and an outfielder who handled 17 chances without an error. 


Much has been made of Jackson’s intelligence rating. He 
was a semiliterate who came up at a time when little premium 
was placed on education. It is said he was a trusting soul who 
could be led easily, and that if he were involved in the ’19 fix, 
he was merely drawn along against his will. Surely no one 
would have been so foolish to attempt a White Sox frame with- 
out their most authoritative hitter. 


As against Jackson, whatever his sin, these young college bas- 
ketball men are held most dccountable for their crime. They have 
had the benefit of advanced education, wide acclaim and the prom- 
ise of wondrous futures in their field. Tall Sherman White only 
this week had been picked as the player of the year by The Sport- 
ing News. 

Even when he tried not to be he couldn’t help being a great 
athlete. Shoeless Joe could have saved*him his life.

ATLANTIC CITY, Feb. 
American public schools are under 
a “terrifying” attack from a “coali- 
tion of forces” who are opposed 


to free education, leading spokes- 
men for the educational profes- 
gion warned here Tuesday. 

The charges highlighted the ses- 
sions of the 77th annual conven- 
tion of the American Association 
of School Administrators, attend- 
ed by 14,000 teachers, superin- 
tendents and other educators. A 
department of the National Asso- 
ciation, the administrators are 
considering major problems fac- 
ing the schools of the nation. 

Serious concern was expressed 
at the “dangerous”. attacks made 
against the schools. There is a

Defense of Democracy Through 
Education, were presented to show 
the extent of the “unjustified at- 
tacks” on public schools. Some 
form of criticism has taken place 
in every state, the study showed. 
Topping the list are the charges 
that the three Rs—reading, writ- 
ing and arithmetic—are not be-

tremely rare and delicate heart operation at Emory Univer- 


sity Hospital—and she confidently believes the surgery will 


Mrs. Madelyne Owens, tawny- 
haired, hazel-eyed wife of a mill 
worker, was suffering from rheu- 
matic heart disease with “mitro 
stenosis.” 

In brief, one of her heart valves 
was scarred and partially closed 
so that her blood could not flow 
normally from the small cham- 
ber into the large chamber. 
Surgeons at Emory cut inside 
the heart and enlarged the valve 
opening to relieve the obstruc- 
tion. 

The doctors said the surgical 
procedure used in Mrs. Owens’ 
case was developed in Philadel- 
phia. They stressed it would bene- 
fit “only a very few” patients 
with rheumatic heart disease and 
said the cases must be selected 
“very carefully.” 

They cautiously emphasized 
“long-term observation” would be 
necessary to determine permanent 
benefits of the operation. 

Bedridden and subject to at- 
tacks of acute lung congestion, 
Mrs. Owens said she knew she 
“could not survive many more 
attacks.”

Soviet Gets 
Only $100,000 
U. S. Exports

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20—The 
Census Bureau reported’ Tuesday 
that Russia shipped $700,000 in 
defense-needed manganese and 
chrome ore to the United States in 
December. This country’s exports 
to Russia totaled only $100,000. 
The Bureau estimated that total 
Russian imports rose to $1,900,000 
in December, an increase of $500,- 
000 over the previous month. Of 
the total, imports of furs and man- 
ufactureres amounted to $400,000. 
Shipments to the 10-nation So- 
viet Bloc totaled $1,000,000 in De- 
cember, while Yugoslavia and Fin- 
land bought goods valued at $4,- 
700,000 and $1,100,000 respectively. 
The shipments to Yugoslavia rep- 
resent an increase of $1,900,900 
over November. 
_ Imports from the Soviet Bloc na- 
tions totaled $6,800,000 while those 
from Finland increased to $3,100,- 
000 and those from Yugoslavia 
reached $3,300,000. Among the So- 
viet Bloc nations, besides Russia, 
only Poland showed an increase in 
imports. 


Nazis Denied

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21—Seven 
convicted Nazi war crimi 3 
striving to escape the gallows in 
Germany, were denied a stay of 
execution by the United States 
Court of Appeals’ Tuesday. 

The - court unanimously sus- 
tained a recent ruling by Federal 
District Judge Edward A. Tamm 
that federal courts in the United 
States lacked jurisdiction to re- 
view sentences imposed by Amer- 
ican military tribunals in enemy- 
occupied territory. Judges Henry 
W. Edgerton, Bennett Champ 
Clark and James Proctor of the 
Appeals Court cited the Supreme 
Court precedents upon which 
Judge Tamm had rested. 


" ‘While rejecting the Nazi plea“ 


the Appellate Court left the way 
open for an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court.

000 to fight heart disease. The 
campaign, she said, is “something 
everyone ought to help if they 
can.’

U.S. Ship Hit 
‘Off Wonsan 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20—()— 
The U. S. destroyer Ozbourn was 
hit twice by Communist shore 
battery shells February 18 off 
Wonsan, Korea, the Navy dis- 
closed today. 


A spokesman said that two men 
were slightly injured but were 
able to return to duty. One gun 
director was knocked out by shells 
believed to be of 75 mm. caliber, 
he said. 


The damage was “so super- 
ficial,” the spokesman added, that 
the destroyer continued its bom- 
bardment operation off the east 
coast of Korea without interrup- 
tion. 


‘Hypnotic’ Beach Stare? $11 Fine; 
‘Passing’ Ogle at Women Held Okay 


SYDNEY, Australia, Feb. 20—(U.P)—Police announced Tues- 
day that despite protests they intend to continue a campaign 
against the “hypnotic stares” of over-enthusiastic men at bath- 


ing beaches. 


A Sydney man was fined five pounds ($11.20) Monday for 
“offensive behavior” at a local beach. Policemen said he 
stared at women in bathing costumes. 

The lifeguards’ association and the girls‘ themselves pro- 
tested but a police official explained: 

“There are many types of stares—passing stars and hypnotic 
stares. It’s the hypnotic stare that gets you in trouble. The 
passing stare is all right; it’s used by most men practically 


every day.” 


RAMSAY ROAMS AGAIN 


~ Commando Safe Blower 


Sentenced for Peace ‘Job’ 


GLASGOW, Scotland, Feb.. 20—(AP)—John Ramsay, 
who once blew Nazi safes for the British Commandos, was 
sentenced Tuesday to five years for doing likewise to a 
strongbox at the Glasgow post office. 


Ramsay pleaded guilty to crack- 
ing the government crib the night 
of last Dec. 13. He got £410 
($1,148) in cash plus stamps 
worth, £64 ($179.20). The cops 
caught him red-handed, climbing 
down from the roof. 

Defense attorney Ross McLean 
pleaded with the court to give 
his 45-year-old client special con- 
sideration. McLean told the judge 
this story: 

In 1942 Ramsay, an acknowl- 
edged artist at persuading a safe 
to make like a sick oyster, fin- 
ished serving five years an Aber- 
deen Prison. 

Scotland Yard, well aware of 
his talents, asked him how he 
would like to turn them against 
the Germans. 
Ramsay agreed and was taken 
on by the Commandos as their 
official expert on safe blowing. 

Several times Ramsay was 
dropped behind the German lines 
by parachute to blow open safes 
containing enemy confidential 
documents. He also taught other 
Commandos the tricks of the pro- 
fession. 

He was discharged in 1945 with 
an army character rating of “ex- 
emplary.” 

He tried to go straight as a 
bookmaker, this being legal in 
Britain.
